GRADUATE    WORK    IS 
EXPANDED 

The  State  Board  of  Education 
recently  approved  the  broaden- 
ing of  the  academic  program  at 
the  graduate  level  for  Northwest- 
ern State  College.  Detailed  plans 
for  the  enlarged  program  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Board  for 
its  final  approval  this  month. 

Graduate  work  at  the  College 
which  was  approved  by  the  State 
Legislature  and  the  State  Board 
of  Education  approximately  three 
years  ago  was  limited  to  Educa- 
tion. The  Master's  Degree  could 
be  awarded  to  students  who, 
upon  completion  of  their  grad- 
uate work,  were  certified  to 
teach  in  the  public  schools  of 
Louisiana. 

In  line  with  the  national  con- 
cern over  advanced  work  in  the 
sciences  and  related  subjects,  op- 
portunity is  now  offered  to  do 
graduate  work  in  any  of  these 
fields  without  the  qualifying 
limitation  of  teacher-certification. 
In  brief,  the  new  program  will 
permit  graduate  students  to  con- 


fine their  study  to  the  field  of 
specialized  subjects  in  the  liberal 
arts  or  sciences  without  the 
credits  in  Education  that  were 
formerly  required. 

During  the  three  years  the 
Graduate  School  has  been  in 
operation,  146  degrees  have  been 
conferred.  Since  the  master's  de- 
grees were  limited  to  Education, 
the  largest  on-campus  enroll- 
ments were  during  the  summer 
terms. 

The  largest  individual  class  in 
the  Graduate  School  was  in  the 
summer  of  1957,  when  a  total  of 
110  degrees  were  conferred.

DEMONS  HIT  WINNING  STREAK  —  WIN  ELEVEN 
OF  LAST  THIRTEEN  GAMES 


After  dropping  the  first  three 
road  games  in  early  December, 
the  Demon  basketball  team  de- 
veloped that  winning  touch  and 
have  won  eleven  games  while 
dropping  two  to  give  them  a  sea- 
son record  of  11  wins  and  5  losses 
to  the  present  time.  The  two 
losses  suffered  by  the  Demons  in 
their  drive  were  by  the  narrow 
margin  of  1  point. 

Playing  five  games  on  the  home

On  the  road  again,  the  Demons 
defeated  Southern  State  at  Mag- 
nolia, Ark.,  60-51,  and  four  days 
later  ran  wild  over  the  strong 
Mississippi  Southern  team  at  Hat- 
tiesburg  by  a  score  of  84-60. 

The  Demons  next  entered  the 
Louisiana  Invitational  Tourna- 
ment in  Shreveport,  where  they 
were  publicized  as  "also  playing," 
but  were  given  little  chance  to 
advance  beyond  the  consolation 
bracket. 

After  the  smoke  cleared  away 
in  their  initial  game,  the  upstart 
Demons  were  on  the  long  end  of 
a  69-66  score  against  West  Texas 
State,  moving  into  the  semi-finals 
of  the  championship  bracket.  The 
next  opponent  of  the  Demons  was 
Centenary,  the  host  team,  who 
were  defeated  in  a  thriller  by  the 
score  of  71-68. 

The  Demons  and  Louisiana 
Tech  tied  up  in  the  championship 
game,  with  the  Demons  losing 
in  the  final  seconds  by  a  score 
of  40-41. 


CRNKOVIC  NAMED  MOST

Micey  Crnkovic  was  named  the 
most  valuable  player  in  the 
tournament,  composed  of  eight 
teams;  and  Crnkovic  and  Jimmy 
Leach  of  the  Demons  were  both 
placed  on  the  All-Tournament 
team. 

Returning  to  their  home  court, 
the  Demons  next  met  and  defeat- 
ed Louisiana  College  75  -  66, 
with  Coach  Cranford  emptying 
the  bench  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  game.  The  Wildcats  had 
defeated  the  Demons  in  their 
opening  game  at  Pineville. 

The  Centenary  Gents  were  next 
on  the  schedule,  and  they  got  re- 
venge for  their  loss  to  the  Demons 
in  the  LIT  by  staging  a  late  rally 
and  moving  out  in  front  during 
the  last  minutes  of  the  game.  The 
final  score  was  70-71. 

Northeast  State  was  the  first  G. 
S.  C.  opponent  of  the  Demons. 
In  a  rather  rough-and-tumble  af- 
fair, the  Demons  again  cleaned 
off  the  bench  by  using  every 
available  player.  The  final  score 
was  69-54. 

All  the  remaining  games  on  the 
schedule  will  be  conference  af- 
fairs with  the  exception  of  two 
games,  one  with  Mississippi 
Southern  and  the  other  with 
Centenary.  Louisiana  Tech  will 
be  in  Natchitoches  this  week-end, 
and  the  Demon  gymnasium  will 
not  be  able  to  accommodate  the 
crowd.  The  Demons  will  be  try- 
ing to  avenge  the  41-40  loss  to 
Tech  in  the  LIT.

can  culture,  whether  it  be  in 
Schenectady,  Hornbeck,  or  Man- 
sura,"  the  Alexandria  attorney 
slated. 

He  suggested  adequate  stand- 
ards of  attainment,  which  cannot 
be  reached  if  a  passing  grade  is 
automatic.  He  further  emphasized 
the  need  of  subject  matter  for 
high  school  teachers  at  the  grad- 
uate level  as  well  as  the  need  for 
recognition  of  good  teachers  by 
salary  and  prestige. 

McSween  pointed  out  the  need 
for  a  closer  liaison  between  our 
colleges  and  universities,  through 
their  education  departments,  and 
the  public  schools,  through  their 
proper  representatives.  "If  pro- 
fessional influence  permeates  and 
everyone  knows  about  actual  edu- 
cation problems,  your  school  sys- 
tem will  shed  most  of  the  disabi- 
lities which  usually  affect  local 
government,"  predicted  Mc- 
Sween.
